EASTERN STATES. 
Cu:c,vao, March 20.— A driving 
snow Btorm fell this entire p. in., and 
blockaded the streets to travel, except

Tho suow is piled up 3 or 4 
feot high and street cars run with great 
difficulty.

Rain 
in heavy showers is reported ia south- 
ern aud central portions of the state, 
and telegraphic communication is 
badly interrupted in all directions 

CHicAao,March 20.— The 'TribuneV 
bt. laul special says: In the military 
tribunal to-dfiy.

tiubstantially tho same ground ;8eventh, 
He'iio said to Lieutenant Wallace that 
Mrs. IJell had bettor cease fighting 
hi in; liur oharacfcr waa vulnerable and 
he could easily blacken it; right after- 
wards he publicly humiliated Mrs. Bell 
by giving orders that she should not 
pluy the organ at divine service, and 
threatening to stop the service if she 
were allowed to play. The evidence of 
Mrs. Bell, Chapluiu Wainwright, Cap- 
t.-iiu Bouton, Lieutenant Wallace, aud 
oiherfj, eslabliahed each specification . 
Tho defcuso had little evidence, the 
accuHod not being allowed to testify 
nor produce any witness against Mrs. 
Bell's character. Ex-GoTerqor Davis 
summed up the case for Reno and 
was answered by Barr, after which the 
cuto was taken under advisement and 
n verdict will be forwarded to the 
Army Head-quarters.

CnxuLEsrowN, March 20.— Judge 
Reed in the Circuit Court rendered de- 
cision in the "habeas corpus" case of 
Flyuu as follows: I am of the opinion 
that Wade Hampton was made govern- 
or iu the state of South Carolina 
through tho ballot box in accordance 
with tho constitution; that he is now 
the lawful governor of South Carolina 
and should be obeyed and respected " 
accordingly. 

EUROPE. 
LoNuox, Mar. 20. — The Italian Miu- 
ister of Public Worship in a circular 
orders the authorities not to proceed 
against journals which print the allo- 
cution delivered by the Pope at the 
recent Consistory. He declares that 
tho govornmeut confident iu the unity 
aud freedom of Ituly, wished to give 
tho world a solouin proof of its senti- 
menta of forbearance aud tolerance, 
notwithstanding the violent language 
of the allocution which appeals to the 
liiwhopH to incite foreign governments 
against Italy.
